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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: of the outstanding rejection detialed i the last 
office action. Applicant's arguments are not found to be persuasive. Applicant argues Fillion's substrate core cannot meet Fillion's 
substrate is not not to be persuasinve since there are no claimed differences of a core substrate and a Fillion's structure. Applicant's 
arguemnt that the structure of Fillion does not have "on the microelectronic device 832 active surfgace" is the structure 836 and it does 
not have a conductive trace that is on the structure 836" are not found to be persuasive. Fillion does discloses a conductive trace not 
labeled within 836 and 838. Fillion does discloses a dielectric layer disposed on the first microelectronic device first surface as 838. 
Although this 838 is NOT directly in contact with the substrate core, it is still on the substrate. For example, a stack of books are stack 
on the table. The 2nd book of the stack is still considered on the table. The second book is just not directly on the table. 
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
